And to the intent all Offenders may know their danger, in acting contrary to th's 
Dur Royal Pzohivition, We are Gzaciouſly pleaſed hereby to Declare, That they ſhall 
be pꝛoceded againſt acco:ding to the utmoſt Severity of Law, And We do hereby 
Charge and Command the Commiſſioners, and all other Officers of Our Cuſtoms, 
that they take eſpecial care, That no ſuch Guns during the continuance of this Our 
P2ohibition, be Entred in any of Our Cuſtom-houſes, oz be permitted to be Shipped 
02 Mater boꝛn to be laid on any Ship o2 Weftel, with intent to be Tranſpozted into the 
parts beyond the Seas, as they will anſwer the contrary at their peril, And We 
do hereby likewiſe Charge and Command all Tieutenants, Deputy-Lieutenants, 
Juſtices ot the Peace, Mapoꝛs, Sheriffs, Bapliffs, and other Officers and Perſons 
whatſoever, to take notice of this Pur Nopal Pꝛoclamation, and to be aiding and al⸗ 
ſiſting to the Tommiſlioners and Officers of Pur Cuſtoms, in the Execution of Dur 
Nopal Pleaſure herein, as they tender Our Royal Diſpleaſure, and upon pain of be- 
ing pꝛoce ded againſt as contemners of Pur Royal Authozity.
